They went 
drinking together. S. said that he is going back to Moscow June 
19 and will arive- arrive at Moscow June 21 along the way they 
will stop in Paris. They are going by plane. I gave him a book 

of poetry by Drai Khmara he asked who Drai Khmara was and I ex- 

plained to him that he was a Ukrainian poet who who was imprisiomed 
by the Soviet govt, in the 1930's. He asked if he could obtain 
copies of this book in Moscow I told him that I doubt it. And if 
he did obtain o^ne to let me know. He asked if Drai Khmara was 
a political poet I told him to read the works for himself and 
then tell me what he thought of him. S. wanted to give me a pham-

plet on Kiev I told him that he already gave* this phhmplet before. 

He said that he was homesick and waiting to return to Moscow 
He complained about the high cost of everything in the US. and 
said that he was glad that he was leaving. We started talking 
about Stalin and the days of the "personality cult" I asked S. who 
was responsible for the atrocities of that era. Was Stalin the only 
man who knew what was going on or 4 did the present leaders of the 
party have anything to do with the purges and atrocities. 
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. _ S. replied that f^ilin was not the only man.- “^sponsible for the 
times that Beria, Kaganovich, and Malenkov were also responsible. 

I asked about the role of Khruschev who was thw first secretary 
of the Ukrainian Communist Party during the regime of Stalin. 

First S. said that Khruschev did not know what was going on, later 
he changed his story that Khruschev knew what was going on but was 
i to^scared to do anything about it. I asked S. who elected Stalin 
He said that Stalin was elected by the Communist party. Then I 
asked How long Stalin was in power. He said from 1925 to 1953 I 
said that this was quite a logg time , and how come the party did 
not remove him from power. He said that Stalin was not all bad and 
accomplished some wherth- worthwhile things while in power. 

I asked him what he did more, good ar bad he said bad. Therefore 
I said the party could have been justified in throwing him out. 

He replied that very few people knew what was really going on.

|| that the USSR does not ehgage in spying. It is tocadvanced for 
such actions. The microphones found in the U.S. embassy were put 
there during the regime of Stalin. He said that he went to the 

movies and saw From Russia With Love. Recommending it to me. 
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I asked about the relationship of (children > to th£dr political 

fathers" How do they look upon the mistakes of theirp predecessors 
He did not reply to this question. The coversation changed to the 
problem of nationalities of the Soviet Union. He said that he lived 
in Tbilisi^ Georgia before the war and said that in Georgia everyone 
i spoke Georgean. But Russian is important to bind the people into 
one group. About 9:30 he said that he had to go because h© was exp- 
ecting a call from his friend, ( from Yale) the friend was calling 
about the return trip to the USSR . We made an arrangment to meet 
again on Tuesday and go to the World's Fair ( Tuesday June 16& 1964) 
at 10:00 AM at Broadway and 116& St. 
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
